NOISE SOURCE 

W9BR reports an unusal popping and crackling noise developed 
at my OTH in February, being strongest on 80 and getting progressivly 
weakeron the higher bands. An inspection of the ant. facility was made 
and the cause of the noise was traced to intermittent contact between the 
several guy wires and the steel tower. The guys are not grounded at the 
far end being secured to large trees. With these guys in a disconnected 
state, RF energy from space was inducing currents and voltages as in a 
free space antenna. When the guy contacted the grounded tower. the energy 
discharged causing noise to radiate from the system in a very broad band. 
The cure for the problem was electrically bonding the guys to the tower.
